Haddington  teatifled  that  hla  oper- 
.  otlve,  whose  services  were  paid  for  by 
Mr.  Macdonald,  and  whoaa  reports  went 
dally  to  the  Liberal  candidate,  waa  a 
conservative  who  had  free  access  to  the 
Conservative  committee  room  and  com- 
mittee proceedings,  but  there  waa  not 
•  hint  secured  of  irregularities  by  the 
P*rty. 

While  thla  system  of  espionage  waa 
tn  progress,  the  scheme  by  which  scores 
of  ••pluggers"  were  being  rounded  up  at 
Seattle  and  were  being  coached  tn  their 
work  of  "knocking  old  Tlalow."  as  one 
of  the  gangsters.  Roddick,  haa  teati- 
fled, waa  going  merrily  on,  and  arrange- 
ments being  made  to  "deliver  the  goods" 
in  Vancouver  on  election  day.  ,  Appar- 
ently, the  activities  of  the  Thiel  oper- 
ative did  not  extend  to  those  outside 
influences  which  were  operating  in  the 
Interests   of    the   Liberal   organization. 

With  thla  patriotic  activity  on  the 
part  of  the  Liberal  candidate  before 
Mm,  Mr.  Brewster  took  occasion  to  con- 
trast it  with  the  courae  followed  by  Mr.

HUME,  May  22— The  official  state- 
ment from  General  Headquarters  reads: 

"In  the  region  of  Tonale  and  Adamel- 
lo, Infantry  activity  led  to  minor  en- 
counters favorable  to  us.  Between  Oar- 
da  and  the  Adige  artillery  actions  oc- 
curred, and  skirmishes  with  enemy  de- 
tachments, which  were  everywhere 
driven  back.  On  the  left  bank  of  the 
Adige  an  Intense  bombardment  of  our 
positions  yesterday  was  followed  by  a 
violent  attack,  which  was  completely 
repulsed  by  our  troops,  with  serious 
losses   to   the  enemy 


Raaeto    OooSdeot 
aa  to  Future 

PARIS,  May  22.— In  an  address  of 
welcome  today  to  the  visiting  Russian 
officials  and  members  of  the  Duma, 
Premier  Brland  said  the  Franco-Russian 
Alliance  never  bad  had  any  other  pur- 
pose than  maintenance  of  peace  and  the 
stability  of  the  European  equilibrium. 

The  Premier  asserted  that  Franco  and 
Russia  bad  made  a  supreme  effort  to 
avoid  an  European  war,  and  said  the 
future  could  bo  regarded  with  confi- 
dence. 

The  peace  which  the  Allies  would  <>- 
mand,  the  Premier  continued,  would  be 
without  Intrigue,  and  It  would  come 
only  after  decisive  victory,  which  would 
insure  the  world  against  a  almllar 
catastrophe.

FORCES  DOUBLED 

AND  GUNS  INCREASED 

Summary  of  the  Operations 
Through  Which  Austrian 
Army  Has  Changed  From 
Defensive  to  Offensive  Side. 


LONDON,  May  22  — Lord  Robert 
CecIL  Minister  of.  War  Trade,  stated 
la  the  House  of  Commons  this  after- 
noon that  representative*  of  the  Unit- 
ed States  Government  had  been  refused 
permission  to  visit  some  industrial 
camps  in  Germany  where  British  pris- 
oners were  employed. 

The  Minister  added  that  the  treat- 
ment of  prisoners  in  Germany  was 
somewhat  better  than  formerly,  al- 
though the  situation^  at  some  of  the 
working  camps  and  Industrial  estab- 
lishments left  much  to  J>e  desired. 

A  suggestion  made  by  Mr.  Rowland 
Hunt,  a  Unionist  member,  that  German- 
prisoners  In  England  be  subjected  to  a 
most'  rigorous  treatment,  short  of  ac- 
tual cruelty,  would  bo  not  lost  sight 
of.  Lord  Cecil  said,  but  the  Govern- 
ment was  anxious  to  avoid  reprisals  If 
possible.

Mr.  Bfcwoter  did  not  think  Mr.  Welah 
had  done  enough,  and  from  that  point 
hg  easily  jumped  to  the  suspicion  that 
the  conservatives  were  not  anxious  to 
keep   the   Seattle   "pluggers"   out.

Rumors  of  a  deadlock  ever  the  proposed 
prohibition  measure  which  will,  in  all 
likelihood,  be  before  the  Legislature  this 
afternoon,  were  rife  in  the  corridors  of  tbe 
Legislature  buildings  yesterday  afternoon 
and  last  evening.  It  was  reported  that 
tieut. -Governor  Barnard  bad  refused  to  sign 
the  message  to  the  House  upea  which  tbe 
bill  would  be  introduced  unless  compens*/ 
tlon  were  provided  fee,  or.  aa  the  rlmna 
live,  that  a  plebiscite  be  put  before  the 
electors  to  to  permit  of  an  expression  of 
opinion   on   the   compensation    question. 

After  the  session  last  night  Premier 
Bowser  stated  that  the  bill  would  be  intro- 
duced to  tbe  House  as  It  passed  the  re- 
cent Conservative  caucus,  of  the  attitude 
of  His  Honor,  the  Premier,  of  courae, 
could  say  nothing.  But  his  assurance  that 
the  pill  as  caucused  would  be  presented 
Indicated  that  whatever  objection  had  been 
taken  by  His  Honor  bad  been  withdrawn. 

Tbe  advent  during  the  afternoon  of  many 
representatives  of  the  prohibition   cause  to- 
gether  with    the    presence    of   a    deputation 
representing .  the   brewing  Interests   did  not 
serve    to    quiet    tbe    rumors.

They  also  stated   that   In   view   of   the  en- 
forcement   of    the    existing-    liquor    regula- 
tions  the   brewers   had   been   forced   to   ad- 
vance large  leans  to  hetelmen  on  buildings 
and     hotels,     securities     which     would     be 
Jeopardised  by  the  enforcement  of  a  prohi- 
bition  measure   without  an  adequate   meas- 
ure   of   compensation. 

Other  Important  measures  which  will  be 
Introduced  today  will  be  the  Referendum 
Act  to  permit  of  placing  the  prohibition 
measure  and  the  question  of  women's  sttf- 
"•«•  before  the  electees  at  the  forthcom- 
ing general  elections,  m  the  latter  case 
the  Provincial  Hlectlona  Act  will  be 
amended  to  permit  of  women  voting,  and 
the  amendment  will  go  to  tbe  electors  fer 
their   approval. 

Other  important  amendments  to  the 
Elections  Act  will  provide  for  the  vote  of 
men  en  active  service,  net  only  tn  Canada 
but  also  thoae  In  Kngtaad  or  la  menders. 
The  method  of  taking  the  vote  of  the  men 
at  tbe  front  will  be  dependent  upon  the 
decision  of  the  War  Office  Which  will  be 
requoo<eTS  te  advise  as  to  the  method  beet 
■ailed  to  the  exigencies  ef  the  service. 


BERLIN,  May  22.— The  Italians  have 
been  driven  from  their  entire  position 
on  the  Lavarone  plateau,  the  Austrian 
War  Office  announcement  of  today  says. 
It  la  stated  that  the  Italian  defeat  la 
steadily    becoming   more   serious. 

The  Austrian  lines  have  been  pushed 
forward  rapidly,  and  several  additional 
positions  of  strategic  Importance  have 
been  captured.  The  number  of  Italians 
taken  haa  been  increased  to  23,883. 

The  text  of  tbe  official  announcement 
follows: 

"The  extent  of  the  fighting  on  the 
southern  Tyrol  front  haa  been  in- 
creased, ae  the  Auatro-Hungarlana  have 
begun  an  attack  on  the  Lafraun  High- 
lands

PARIS.  May  M.-Reporta  that  Le 
Mort  Homme,  in  the  Verdun  district, 
had  been  captured  by  the  Germans 
caused  excitement  and  aome  alarm  in 
Parle  last  evening,  which,  however,  was 
dissipated  by  the  late  official  etatement. 
Le  Hort  Homme  la  a  hill  with  twin 
summits,  the  western  summit  being 
known  aa  Hill  III.  the  eastern  aa  Hill 
ltd.  The  latter  waa  taken  by  the  Ger- 
mane In  the  earlier  atage  of  the  battle, 
end  on  the  strength  of  this  capture  they 
announced  they  had  possession  of  the 
whole  position.  The  French,  however, 
recaptured  It  last  month. 

In  the  present  Sghtlng  the  Germans 
carried  trenohea  on  the  slopes  of  Hill 
211,  from  moat  of  which  they  have  bean 
dlalodged  by  the  Kronen.  It  waa  this 
momentary  advantage  of  the  enemy 
which  lent  color  to  the  reports  of  tbe 
loss  of  La  Mort  Homme.

Course    of    Struggle 
BERLIN,    May   22    (by      wireless      to 
Sayvllle). — Interesting      descriptions    of 
the   nature   of   the   ground    over   which 
the   Auatriana    are    advancing   in    their 
victorious    drive    againat    the    ltallana, 
and  of  the  manner  in  which  the  offen- 
sive   and    defensive    lines      have      been 
drawn,   are   sent   by   correspondents   on 
the    Italian    front.      Summarising      the 
various    articles,     the      Overseas    News 
Agency   today  aayo:    , 

"At  the  beginning  of  the  war  the 
Austrlana,  for  military  reasons,  locat- 
ed their  lines  south  of  Rovereto  with- 
in Austrian  territory  In  the  Adige  val- 
ley, with  the  Italian  lines  not  more 
than  a  rifle  ahot  distant.  The  Aua- 
triana had  fortified  the  valley  and  the 
nearby  mountains,  stretching  barbed 
wire  across  the  vlneyarda  and  twining 
in  and  out  of  the  bushes  on  the  rocky 
elevationa. 

"Furious  attempts  were  made  by  the 
Italians  to  break  through  the  Aus- 
trian barriers  and  reach  the  district 
of  .Trent:  They  used  their  heaviest 
artillery  In  the  effort,  but  were  unable 
to  advance  in  the  slightest   degree. 

"The  Italian  efforts  were  then  direct- 
ed againat  the  territory  east  of 
Rovereto.  where  He  the  Vlegeruta  and 
Lafraum  highlands.  At  intervale  the 
Austrlana  posit iona  here  were  ahelled 
continuously  for  aa  much  aa  a  fort- 
night at  a  time,  but  although  the 
Italian  forces  here  had  the  advantage 
of  positions  lying  above  thoae  of  the 
Austrlana.  their  only  aucceaa  in  twelve 
months'  time  was  the  destruction  by 
their  heavy  guna  of  a  mountain  peak 
so  that  the  Austrlana  were  forced  to

Lome  A.  Campbell.  Minister  of  Minea. 
baa  outlined  for  the  department  over 
which  he  haa  charge  waa  dwelt  on  by 
him  In  the  Legislature  last  night  when 
the  Mines  Development  Act,  which  he 
recently  Introduced  in  the  House,  waa 
up  for  lta  second  reading.  It  la  a  pol- 
icy which  will  be  heartily  welcomed 
throughout  the  Province;  la  most  com- 
prehensive in  Its  scope  In  that  It  con- 
templates assistance  not  only  of  a  prac- 
tical but  theoretical  kind. 

An  announcement  made  by  Hon.  Mr. 
Campbell  which  will  be  of  especial  in- 
that  he  has  already  started  upon  an  In- 
vestlgatlon  of  the  iron  ore  properties  of 
Vancouver  Island,  while  in  other  sec- 
tlons  of  the  Province  competent  engin- 
eers will  be  put  to  work  making  full  in- 
vestigations in  order  that  full  data  may 
be  secured  bearing  upon  the  question  of 
the  establishment  of  the  iron  and  steel 
industry.

Mar  «•— President 
Wilson,  tonight,  completed  a  not*  vig- 
orously renewing  the  protest  of  the 
United  States  to  Oraat  Britain  a«atnat  In- 
terfering- with  American  malls.  Tha 
communication  U  expected  to  go  for* 
ward  tomorrow. 

Becretary  Lansing  and  lecal  expert* 
at  the  Bute  Department  made  tha  or- 
iginal draft  of  the  note,  and  tha  Presi- 
dent revised  Its  phraseology.  It  is 
made  up  largely  of  lecal  arguments  to 
meet  the  contentions  of  Oreat  Britain 
In  the  memorandum,  concurred  In  by 
France,  presented  to  tha  State  Depart- 
ment several  weeks  ago.  Tha  United 
States  takes  the  position  that  practices 
complained  of  in  its  complaint  on  tha 
subject  bava  been  continued,  and  the 
American  Government  must  now  Insist 
mora  emphatically  that  they  cease.

Government  allowed  valuable  timber 
areas  to  be  secured  by  private  parties 
for  less  than  $18,000,  which  were  de- 
clared by  the  parties  at  a  value  of 
$460,000,  and  which  the  holders  claim 
are  actually  worth  today  over  $000,000. 
lit  told  tha  House  that  existing  condi- 
tions were  due  to  the  boom,  but  la

Tho  Government  had  al- 
lowed the  issue  of  all  the  stock  to 
Messrs.  Foley,  Welsh  a  Stewart,  but 
there  was  nothing  to  show  what  value 
they  gave  for  It  or  what  value  was  put 
into  tha  road. 

Value  of  Assets 
Mr.  Brewster  did  not  appear  to  place 
much  reliance   upon  tho  security  to  be 
given  by  the  Pacino  Oraat  Eastern  De- 
velopment Company  under  the  proposed 
bill.

The  Battle  of  Verdun  hu  entered  lta 
fourth  month.  Tho  Otrmani  continue 
their  waate  of  men  and  are  accomplish- 
ing nothing.  A  German  military  au- 
thority explains  too  Ion*  continuance 
Of  this  fruit  lens  offensive  by  saying 
It  la  Intended  to  prevent  a  general  ad- 
vance on  tho  part  of  trie  Allies  In  the 
West.

It  says  It 
does  not  assume  tp  say  how  tbe  British 
Government  ought  to  admlalster  tho  In- 
ternal affairs  of  tho  country,  but  claims 
that  they  have  sacrificed  the  sympathy 
extended  to  thorn  because  of  the  Belgian 
atrocities.  Our.  contemporary's  logic  Is 
at  fault,  for  granting,  for  tbe  sake  of 
tbe  argument,  that  the  course  pursued 
towards  tho  Irish  rebel  leaders  waa  rep- 
rehensible, that  does  not  make  the  Oar- 
man  Infamies  any  tbe  leas  abominable. 

But  the  cases  are  in  no*  way  similar. 
Belgium  waa'  ruthlessly  Invaded  by  Oar-, 
many  and  her  people  ware  sacrificed  be- 
cause they  asserted  tbe  natural  right  of 
resistance.  In  Ireland  a  number  of 
people  eaaayod  a  rebellion  at  a  time 
the  nation  was  In  the  throes  of  a 
great  foreign  war.  Collier's  may  be  able 
to  discover  no  analogy  between  the  two 
cases,  but  It  will  be  at  the  expense  of  its 
reputation  for  calm  judgment 
,  The  Irish  rebels,  according  to  the  law 
of  all  nations,  a  law  necessary  for  the 
preservation  of  national  existence,  for- 
feited their  Uvea.  Whether  or  not  it 
Was  expedient  under  the  circumstances 
tc  impose  tbe  extreme  penalty  la  a  mat- 
ter of  opinion.  Those  responsible  for 
the  restoration  of  order  thought  it  was, 
and  tbe  great  majority  of  people  agree 
with  them,  Tbo  rebellion  bad  to  be 
crushed.  If  the  Government  bad  tem- 
porised, -the  restoration  of  order  might 
have  boon  indefinitely  postponed.  It 
was  necessary  to  make  clear  that  the 
Government  waa  ready  to  go  to  tbe 
extreme  length.  We  may  regret  tbe 
necessity  for  tho  executions,  but  we  are 
unable  to  condemn  the.  executions  them- 
selves.

The  1010  civic  budget  for  Duncan  waa 
put  through  tbe  council  test  week.  The 
total  estimated  expenditure  ia  ft7.0M.06, 
and  estimated  receipto  are  114.760.00. 
leaving  a  balance  of  f22.176.06  to  be 
provided  by  tbe  taxpayers.  Of  tbla 
amount  $6,000  la  required  for  schools, 
$5,044.47  for  debt  rate  and  $ia.i  122$  for 
general  purposes.  The  taxation  will  to- 
tal 26.0$  mills,  being  4.4  for  schools,  6.07 
debt  rate  and  14.00  general  purpose. 
The  taxation  in  1016  totalled  16  mills, 
being  4.6  for  schools,  ftth  mill  for  debt 
rate  and  $%  for  general  purposes.  There 
are  reasons  for  this  Increase  In  taxa- 
tion. The  asaessed  value  of  land  liable 
for  taxation  was.  In  1016,  $1,015,200.  aa 
compared  with  $604,006  thla  year.  The 
assessment  bos  been  reduced  from  10  to 
$0  per  cent  Last  year  the  council  re- 
ducod  the  debt  rate  almost  to  tbe  van- 
ishing point  They  were  able  to  So  this 
because  a  surplus  credit  waa  available 
from  1014.  As  long  no  the  city's  debt 
remains  as  it  is  new  thla  debt  rate 
wUl  remain  at  the  1010  figure.  Every 
year  also  the  city  has  to  And  a  total  of 
$12,064.09  for  Interest  and  sinking  fund. 
Thla  amount  Is  made  up  by  $6,004.47 
required  for  debt.  $2,10$.$0  for  water- 
works, $6,461.02  for  electric  plant,  and 
$401.21  for  local  Improvement  The  es- 
timates are  swelled  this  year  because 
laet  year  the  amount  required  waa  un- 
derestimated by  $2,600.00,  which  now 
haa  to  be  supplied.  A  sum  of  $1,600  Is 
also  Included  for  tbe  purchase  of  an 
auxiliary  pump  and  motor  for  the  water 
supply.  It  may  not  become  necessary 
lo  Install  this,  but  the  council  felt  It 
wise  to  Include  it  in  the  estimates.  For 
repair  of  the  dam  $100  Is  set  apart  Al- 
dermen Campbell  and  Hattle  refused  to 
accept  reunmeratlon  for  their  services, 
and  the  estimates  were  accordingly  re- 
duced by  $200; 

The  reception  accorded  to  Mr.  Fred 
Street  on  his  return  to  the  city  from 
the  war,  on  Friday  afternoon  last,  waa 
not  of  a  \wy  enthusiastic  nature,  owing, 
no  doubt  to  a  lack  of  organisation  on 
the  part  of  tbe  crowd,  says  The  Port  Al- 
berni News.  Tbe  wounded  soldier  was 
met  at  the  station  by  a  largo  and  rep- 
resentative gathering  of  clUaena,  Includ- 
ing tho  mayor,  members  of  the  City 
Council  and  a  large  number  of  ladles, 
and  what  tho  reception  lacked  in  enthu- 
siasm waa  no  doubt  mode  up  by  tho 
general  warmth  of  the  welcome.  The 
returned  soldier,  who  waa  wounded  at 
Dlokebuscbe,  In  Flanders,  on  the  8th  of 
October  last,  looks  fine,  considering 
what  be  has  gone  through.  He  waa  hit 
in  the  face  by  an  explosive  bullet 
which  resulted  In  tbe  loos  of  his  left 
eye  He  bad  only  recently  been  re- 
leased from  hospital,  and  given  his  dls-' 
charge.  -Provided  With  a  well  matched 
artificial  eye.  It  would  be  hard  for  tho 
casual  observer  to  notice  and  defect  In 
the  returned  man's  eyesight  Mr.  Fred 
Street  lo  the  only  son  of  James  Street 
of  this  city.  He  waa  one  of  the  first  to 
offer  bis  services  to  tbe  Empire  on  the 
outbreak  of  war,  but  waa  turned  down 
by  the  recruiting  officers  of  tbo  first 
Canadian  contingent  for  some  minor 
physical  defect.  When  further  recruits 
were  wanted -for  Canada's  second  force, 
Fred  joined  the  B.  C.  Horse,  wblcb  waa 
afterwards  included  in  the  2nd  Canadian 
Mounted  Rifles,  and  ho  left  Victoria  on 
the  13th  June  last  with  that  unit  After 
three  months  training  at  Folkestone  In 
England,  tbe  2nd  C.  U.  K.'s  were  aent  to 
France  as  an  Infantry  battalion.  Dur- 
ing tbo  month  he  apent  in  the  trenches, 
he  had  some  exciting  experiences  which 
will-  live  In  his  memory  forever.  He 
regrets  that  ho  woo  unable  to  return 
tp  the  firing  line,  where,  deeplte  tbe 
danger  that  lurks  In  tbe  air,  the  best  of 
good  fellowship  prevails.  He  thinks 
that  every  man  who  la  in  a  position  to 
do  so,  should  enlist  and  do  his  "bit"  In 
the  great  struggle.  He  has  the  greatest 
of  pralae  for  the  British  hospital  serv- 
ice, and  says  that  tbe  general  lmpres- 
slon  In  England  Is  that  the  war  will  bo 
over  this  Summer. 


At  Its  meeting  recently  tho  Cowlchan 
Women's  Institute  endorsed  the  mem- 
orial to  tho  Governor-General-ln-Councll 
praying  for  the  estbltshment  of  labor 
bureaus  In  Canada,  and  recommended 
that  the  advisory  board  of  the  British 
Columbia  Institutes  do  likewise.  Miss 
St  John  Wlleman,  who  haa  been  active- 
ly employed  in  furthering  thla  scheme 
throughout  Canada,  stated  that  the  Fed- 
eral Government  will  bo  ashed  to  estab- 
lish a  chain  of  tabor  buraaue  In  all  tho 
principal  towns;  ample  provision  for  the 
needs  of  rural  districts  being  made  by 
Attracting  Itinerating  officials  to  each  la- 
bor bureau  to  visit  all  country  towns 
periodically  and  frequently,  meeting 
employers  aad  workers,  and  generally 
ascertaining  local  requirements.  In  ad- 
dition the  Postmaster-General  has  offi- 
cially sanctioned  distribution  of  appli- 
cation forms  for  workers  and  employers 
from  country  Post  Offices,  and  exhibi- 
tion of  addresses  of  labor  bureaus  In  sll 
Government  Post  Offices.  Tbe  co-oper- 
ation of  the  Farmers'  and  Women's  In- 
stitutes throughout  each  Province  will 
also  relieve  the  difficulties  and  disabil- 
ities under  which  the  agricultural  dis- 
tricts have  suffered.  Miss  Hadwen  read 
a  few  notes  on  jam  preserving  and  fruit 
canning,  and  stated  that  Dr.  H.  T.  Ruth* 
erfonTe  first  season  of  private  enter* 
prise  In  that  Industry  bad  shown  good 
financial  results.  The  president  then 
forcibly  pointed  out  that  without  ener- 
gy and  united  action  no  progress  eon  ho 
mode,  that  tho  women  should  do  pioneer 
work  for'  the  sake  of  their  kinsmen 
fighting  for  the  Empire,  to  Increase  lu- 
crative employment  and  pay  rolls  at  the 
end  of  the  war.  She  urged  members  of 
the  Institute  to  give  serious  attention  to 
the  matter.  Mian  Wlleman  stated  that 
from  personal  acquaintance  with  Boron 
Shaugnncssy  and  Mr.  Dennis,  of  tho  C 
P.  R,  oho  hnow  of  their  convictions  no 
to  tbe  urgent  need  for  stimulating  rural 
Industries  of  all  kinds.  She  hod  vial  tod 
tbe  fruit  growing  belts  In  the  Bast  and 
had  mot  Mr.  Smith  and  other  well- 
known  growers  and  manors.  Tho  oil* 
mate  ond  natural  faciHttes  of  British 
Columbia  todlente  groat  potentialities 
for  every  bind  of  Industry,  augmenting 
the  suply  of  foodstuffs.  This  opinion 
waa  corroborated  by  Mr.  O.  N.  Barnes, 
M,  P.,  bond  of  the  British  Munition 
Workers  Commission,  on  returning

Sir, — in  contradiction  to  the  state- 
ment made  by  The  Dally  colonist  or 
May  10,  with  reference  to  the  increase 
of  wagea  on  board  the  coastwise  steam- 
ers of  the  C.  P.  R  Company.  I  would 
line  to  make  a  few  remarks.  Aa  re- 
gards tbe  deck  hands  and  firemen  on 
the  C.  P.  R.  ahlpe  I  cannot  give  you 
much  information  ae  to  their  exact 
trouble,  although  they  work  very  hard 
tor  oil  they  get  but  It  la  the  stewards' 
department  which  I  want  to  complain 
about.  1  am  an  old  steward  myself, 
and  worked  for  the  C.  P.  R  Company 
for  several  years,  serving  In  various 
capacities  In  the  stewards'  department. 
I  would  like  to  say  that  the  stewarda 
on  tho  coastwise  steamers  do  not  make 
anything  like  the  amount  of  money  per 
month  that  the  official  of  the  company 
said,  vis.,  $76  to  $100  per  month.  Tho 
stewards  on  tbe  *'.  p,  H.  steamers  work 
on  an  average  eighteen  hours  a  day.  for 
which  the  company  generously  pays 
them  $1  a  day.  Outside  of  that 
munificent  sum,  the  stewards  have 
to  depend  upon  the  benevolence 
of  tbe  traveling  public  to  mate 
life  worth  while.  They  bare  to 
pay  for  their  laundry,  uniforms,  etc., 
and  their  sleeping  quarters  are  un- 
healthy. I  doubt  very  much  If  their 
quarters  conform  with  tbe  Board  of 
Trade  regulations,  with  all  due  respect 
to  our  snipping  maeter  here  The  atow* 
aide'  department  makes  the  C.  P.  R 
what  they  arc  This  may  seem  rather 
a  strong  assertion,  but  It  is,  neverthe- 
less, undeniably  correct  The  company 
claims  the  distinction  of  giving  the 
tinest  service  of  any  ateamahtp  com- 
pany. Well,  (hey  honestly  do.  but  It  la 
almoat  entirely  due  to  the  stewards'  de- 
partment who  have  the  handling  of  tho 
passengers.  There  Is  not  a  single  C.  P.  ' 
it.  official  In  the  whole  system  who 
can  conscientiously  refute  my  state- 
ment. I  have  worked  myeelf  twenty 
hours  a  day  for  months  on  end  for  tho 
c.  p.  r.  Company,  end  I  know  want  I 
am  talking  about  If  any  department 
In  the  company  la  worthy  of  n  raise  In 
wages,  it  certainly  la  the  stewards'  de* 
partment

In  my  case,  the  existence  of  ouoh  n 
fund  was  ths  means  of  my  enlistment. 
In  Its  present  form  It  muet  be  tolerated. 
I  suppose,  although  some  sort  of  a  tag 
would  be  far  more  satisfactory  and 
would  equalise,  making  every  man  pay 
according  to  his  Income.  Tbla  tag  to  he 
under  the  supervision  of  either  Provin- 
cial or  Federal  authorities. 

It  will  be  found  that  there  are  just 
as  many  men  chirking  the  monetary 
obligation  aa  there  are  the  military. 
Theae  shirkers,  both  military  and  mone- 
tary, should  bo  forced,  g  law  will  do  In 
one  case,  a  tax  In  the  other. 

The  Patriotic  Fund  aa  a  charity  we 
can  do  without  aa  also  '  our  country 
would  have  to  do  without  ue  la  tbe  ab- 
sence of  auch  a  fund.  But  as  a  patri- 
otic obligation  it  Is  both  a  welcome 
and  neceeaary  aid. 

In  my  case  I  have  a  wlfs  and  two 
children,  which  entitles  me  to  $2$  per 
month  from  the  society.  $16  of  which  Is 
deposited  to  my  credit  in  a  bank  te  ho 
withdrawn  In  lump  sum  at  cloee  of  war. 

Provision  Is  mads  that  In  caee  of  dire 
necessity,  this  deposit  can  be  with- 
drawn at  >tbe  Instance  of  tbe  society. 
Who  realises  tbla  dire  necessity  but  the 
housewife  who  has  the  responsibility  of 
replenishing   tbe  wardrobe  and   pantry. 

It  should  not  be  neccssery  for  any 
soldier's  wife  to  have  to  bog  for  a  few 
paltry  cents  out  of  her  reserve  fund.  Hi 
order  to  make  up  a  deficit  In  funds, 
brought   about  by  neceeaary   periodical

The  Provincial  Normal  School  at  VI©- 
torle  completed  its  work  for  the  Win  tor 
atawlon  oa  Friday.  Hay  It.  Tbo  year 
■sa  *••»  a  meat  aucocooful  ono.  The 
attendance  baa  more  then  trebled  since 
a  yeer  ego.  Though  opened  only  la 
January,  1»U.  the  eehool  hen  irown  to 
ha  aae  of  the  larger  normal  echoole  In 
the  Dominion  of  Canada.  A  ataff  of  six 
laetruetora  la  only  too  amall  to  cope 
with  the  heavy  worh  entailed. 

The  eehool  la  what  might  bo  termed  a 
self-contained  institution,  aa  Inatrue- 
tion  in  all  branches  of  study  la  given  by 
the  staff,  without  it  being  neoeaaary  to 
bring  la  any  outside  assistance.  The 
work  of  the  session  has  boon  divided 
among  the  ataff  aa  follows:  Mr.  D.  l. 
MacLaurln.  principal— English  Litera- 
ture. English  Grammar,  Arithmetic,  Pay. 
ecology,  end  History  of  Education;  Mr. 
D.  ML  Robinson,  first  eaelatent— His- 
tory. Geography.  Class  Management, 
and  School  Law;  Mr.  Harry  Dunnell, 
technical  instructor — Drawing,  Art.  and 
Manual  Training,  including  modelling, 
paper  folding,  and  woodwork;  Mr.  H.  B. 
MacLean— Reading.  Writing,  Language. 
Nature  Study,  end  School  Gardening; 
Mlaa  Lexa  Donne — Houaehold  Science, 
including  cookery,  home  nuralng  end 
■owing;  Hygiene,  First  Aid  to  tho  In- 
jured, aad  gymnasium  claaaoa;  Mlaa 
Ida  Morris,  L.R.A.M .— Mimic,  including 
singing,  choral  work,  end  orchestral  ln- 
e  traction. 

Claasea  In  physical  training  were 
conducted  by  each  of  the  male  Instruc- 
tora.  In  thla  work  a  record  wee  made, 
aa  every  student  in  the  school  waa 
awarded  a  certificate  as  Instructor  In 
physical  drill  by  tho  military  authori- 
ties. Cent.  McAlplne  and  Qusrtermaa- 
tor*Sargt.

which  war.  captured  by  a  British 
cruiser  on  May  *  •«  Capo  Corrtentes, 
wss  brought  Into  'Beautmalt  harbor  on 
Huaday.  The  vessel  will  be  held  pend- 
ing- prise  court  proceedings  which  will 
be  instituted  at  an  early  date.  The 
Lenora  Is  now  swinging  at  anchor  In 
Ksqulmalt  harbor,  aad  since  hor  ar- 
rival she  has  become  the  object  of 
considerable  Interest  created  by  the 
fact  that  this  is  the  first  prise  to  be 
brought  hare  since  the  outbreak  of  the 
war.  The  captain  and  purser,  said  to 
be  of  Mexican 'nationality,  are  the  only 
members  of  the  original  crew  detained 
aboard  the  Lenora,  the  other  members 
of  her  crew  end  some  passengers  hav- 
ing been  put  ashore  at  Masatlan  short- 
ly after  the  vessel  was  seised.  When 
taken  the  Lenora  was  bound  for  Mexi- 
can ports  with  a  full  general  cargo. 
This  cargo  la  still  aboard  of  her  .  It 
includes  a  motor  car,  which,  H  la 
stated,  was  destined  for  the  use  of  a 
Mexican  general. 

The  Lenora  Is  said  to  belong  to  the 
Mexican  Lloyd  Company,  of  /which  cap- 
tain Fred.  Jebsen,  who  owned  the 
notorious  steamer  Masatlan,  since  cap- 
tured and  taken  as  a  prise  to  Port 
Stanley.  Falkland  Islands,  was  the 
principal  owner.  At  the  time  of  her 
capture  the  Lenora  was  under  charter 
to  German  Interests  In  Mexico. 

The  prise  Is  a  three-masted  wooden 
auxiliary  schooner  of  295  tons  register, 
and  was  formerly  known  as  the  Lottie 
Carson.  She  was  built  in  1881  at  Port 
Blakeley.  Her  dimensions  are,  length, 
127. a  feet,  beam,  S2.8  feet,  and  depth 
8.8  feet  The  schooner  Is  equipped 
with  twin  fuel  oil  engines  of  about 
35   h.p.   each. 

Since  her  arrival  at  Ksqulmalt  the 
Lenora  has  been  taken  over  by  Ad- 
miralty   Sheriff    Richard*.

After  a  smart  passage  of  fourteen 
duys  from  Japan,  the  Canadian  Pacific 
ocean  Services  liner  Monteagle  reached 
the  Outer  Docks  at  4:10  p.m.  yesterday, 
from  Hongkong  and  Yokohama,  com- 
pleting her  «4th  Inward.,  trip.  Fresh 
from  a  thorough  overhauling  at  Hong- 
kong, coupled  with  the  fact  that  .favor- 
able weather  was  experienced  on  the 
run  across  the  Pacific,  enabled  the 
liner  to  mate  a  better  run  than  the  av 
eiage  for  a  vessel  of  her  class.  While 
the  Monteagle  was  at  Hongkong,  she 
was  drydocked  for  cleaning  and  paint- 
ing and  machinery  overhaul,  which  ac- 
counts for  the  ship  leaving  the  Orient 
three  days  behind  schedule.  She  man- 
aged to  considerably  reduce  this  lost 
time  by  reaching  here  sixteen  houre 
ahead  of  the  time  set  for  her  arrival. 
Under  the  revised  schedule  the  Mont- 
eagle was  not  expected  to  make  Victoria 
until    today. 

Capt.  A.  Halley.  R.  N.  R.,  commander 
of  the  Monteagle,  was  particularly 
pleased  with  the  splendid  performance 
of  his  ship.

The  Taylor  Engineering  Company  has 
secured  the  contract,  calling  for  elx  fuel 
oil  engine*,  made  by 'Hollander,  of  Stock- 
holm, Sweden.

French  Machine  Far  Outdoes 
Much    Belauded    Fokker— 

-  Can  Fly  at  Rate  of  125 
Miles   and   Climb   Swiftly. 


PARI8,  May  U.— The  French  papers 
wore  recently  allowed  to  state  that 
France  now  possesses  an  aeroplane  which 
has  beaten  the  world's  records  for 
speed.  By  courtesy  of  the  French  War 
Office,  correspondents  were  allowed  to 
visit  Louis  Blerlbt's  factories  at  Sur- 
eenes,  near  Paris,  and  inspect  the  new 
machine  M.  Blerlot  gave  such  details 
as  can  be  published  of  the  new  marvel. 

The  fokker  has  been  described  as  a 
hawk.  The  new  French  machine  la  a 
swallow— a  graceful,  almost  frail-look- 
ing biplane*.  It  la  called  a  "Sped."  the 
word -being  derived  from  the  initial  let* 
tehs  of  the  Soclete  pour  L' Aviation  et 
Derives. 

It  climbs  rapidly  and  smoothly  and 
can  attain  a  speed  ef  more  than  125 
miles  an  hour.  The  fokker's  speed  is 
ltt.  miles  an  hour.  On  account  of  Its 
swiftness  the  Sped  can  be  entrusted 
only  to  the  most  export  pilots,  because, 
though  the  speed  can  be  reduced  a  little, 
only  the  most  skilful  airmen  can  alight 
without  smashing  themselves.  The 
deadly  work  of  the  Spads  may  be  traced 
through  the  daily  French  communiques 

"The  fokker  la  a  very  greatly  over- 
rated mauhine."  M.  Blerlot  said,  "and 
no  better  than  the  aeroplane  wo  have 
had  for  a  long  time.  I .  refer  to  the 
Morane-Saulnler.  The  German  ma- 
chines are  without  doubt  inferior  to 
ours,  but  they  have  an  engine,  the 
Mercedes,  which  is  as  good  as.  but  no 
better,  than  the  French  engines  Never 
for  a  moment  has  Germany  had  the 
masterabip  of  the  air,  and  now  that  wo 
have  this  machine  we  have  established 
a  lead  which  will  never  be  wrested  from 
us." 


GERMANS  BUILD  SHIPS 


T-ooklsg   for    Great    Sjsjasasg   for 
obant  Tonnage  After  War- 
America's  Competition 

LONDON,  May  20. — The  commercial 
measures  to  be  taken  by  Germany 
after  the  war  were  discussed  in  the 
Reichstag  by  Dr.  Max  Richter,  under- 
secretary of  the  Interior,  says  a  Rou- 
ter's dispatch  from  Amaterdam.  Dr. 
Richter    said: 

"There  will  be  an  urgent  necessity 
for  some  time  after  the  war  for  a 
large  amount  of  merchant  tonnage.  I 
am  authorized  by  the  Minister  of 
Finance  to  state  that  no  small  amount 
of  money  will  be  at  our  disposal  for 
that  purpose,  and  something  In  that 
direction  has  already  been  done.  So 
far  as  workmen  can  be  spared  from 
the  Imperial  dockyards,  they  will  be 
employed  in  rebuilding  a  merchant 
fleet." 

Herr  Gothlen,  a  progressivlst,  argued 
that  Germany  need  not  fear  American 
competition,  although  Americans  have 
reaped  great  profits  from  the  misfor- 
tunes of  war.     He  added: 

"They  have  made  no  efforts  to  cap- 
ture international  commerce  in  respect 
to  ordinary  merchandise,  restricting 
themselves  to  the  ordinary  profitable 
manufacture  of  war  materials.  Amer- 
ican exports  of  merchandise  h-»ve  been 
decreased  to  a  considerable  extent"
